A CALIFORNIA. VOLCANO. 

SorlouB Apprelieusloua U-iiarding It— Will it 
Kver Urcak Oiil'? 

Lcs ANCF.r.iw, April i2S. — Dr. Stephen M. 
Bowca, of Vonturu,, givca tho following 
account of a discovery recently made: 
"High up on tho side of tho tallest mountain 
overlooking the Lua Posaa from tho North, 
ia a volcano, wlioso un([uenohed fires may 
yet belch fortli with lava and deatruclion 
dealing projectiles. However, but little 
alarm ia experienced by tlioac living at its 
foot. Just below the higho-'t peak of llie 
range ia a chalk ledge, 100 feet high. 
It looks as if it might have 
become detatehcd nnd slid doNrn to 
tlie bowels of tho earth. At tile 
foot of the ledge, 300 feet below tho apex 
of the peak is the portion of earth which 
excites so much comment. It is probably 
100 feet ono way by several times that tho 
other. A peculiar smell, as of huming sul- 
pliur, mi.xed witli an asphalum odor, per- 
vades the atmosphero Qud gives a faint idea 
of 'danto's inferno.'.' The ground is hot to 
the touch and resembloB the covering to a 
smouldering fire. An attempt has been 
made to dig down into. the covering, but 
tho workers went no further than a foot or 
two as the heat became too intense. There 
docs not appear to be any fissures for tho 
fuuica to come out of, and to all appear- 
ance it would not require much excavating 
to strike the suurce ot tho plienoiiienoii. That 
there is a tire under the mountain ia self- 
evident, but the extent of it no one can 
ovcu aurmiao. Jtlichael Smith, who lives at 
the foot of the mountain, doea not look 
upon tho phenomena with alarm, l^ut in- 
eliiiea to the belief that it ia a body of 
aspliiiltum, mixed with sulphur and other 
minerals, which liiia aoinehow become 
ignited, and ia now burning. Ho aaya that 
lie has noticed frei|uently tliat the taste of 
thoa[iring water ft 0111 the iiioutitaiii, in that 
vicinity, cliaiigca at times. Firat it ia 
bitter, again it ia iiiueli charged with aul- 
phur, and again with iron, and so on. 



KEURE8S WAiNTED. 

Indians uf Suutliern Dakota Ask If Jnatleo Is 
only to bo had nt tho Muzzle 
of tho Musket. 

CiiAMBERL.\rs, S. U., April 28. — Several 
thousand dollars were sent to Crow Creek 
agency a day or two ago, by tho Govern- 

incnt, for diatribution among the Indiana. 
Chief ^Vhito Ghost and other Icadera at the 
agency refused to receive the money, and 
\Vhitu Cliost sent the following threatening 
letter to the Coniniii-.sioner of Indian all'aira 
at W ashiiiglijii: " Tiie Indian agent at 
Crow Creek agency is making a casli pay- 
ment of about .*.'> per capita. .\l3'sclf, seven 
other chiefs anil the majority of the Indians 
have hesitated to receive this money, and 
if we refuse to accept it we are threatened 
by the agent that we will bo di:prived of 
seeds for this season's planting. 1 can get 
no salihfactioii from the iigont as to where 
the money now being ciiatribiited conies from, 
nor do I know whut riglita we may be 
aurrenderiiig when we give our receipt for 
the money, to I write for information and 
ask you for an iniinediato reply to me in 
person and not through the agent. When 
tlie Sioux Indiana' agent siuiied the treaty 
by which tlicy ceded a largi! jiart of their 
reservation to tho (iovernmeiit, there waa 
an unwritten contract, but in honor it ia 
juat as binding, to the elToct that tlio In- 
diana of tho Orow Creek agency were to 
receive about SIS", 000, in oonsideratioQ of 
the fact that their diminished reservations 
left thorn leas per capita than tho Indians 
of tho other Sioux rcaorvations. What liaa 
become of this money, and has an appropria- 
tion been made by congreaa Again, we 
Sioux, when the treaty referred to above 
waa signed, wore proiniscil in addition to 
cattle, horsea, etc., .*50 jier e;ipita to assist in 
building housea. That promiae, too, soeins to 
have been forgotten, and many of my peo- 
ple are living in decayed log housts and 
tepees, exposed to tho inclemency of the 
weatlier. Thia ia bringing on diaease and 
aickneas. Why will the (iovernmeiit be ao 
unjust'? Why will it not give us what is 
duo and it hiia promised ua; instead of deal- 
ing out small paynienia like that just given'; 
Does it want more bloodshed, and will it 
refuse ua justice unless demanded at the 
muzzle of the gun'? Is not the blood shed at 
Wounded Knee a aullicient reminder of the 
wrongs practised upon us and the desperate 
attitude into which we have been driven ? 
I beg you, Mr. Commissioner, to lay tlicso 
facta before the nation's legialatora, and de- 
mand justice for us at their hands."

Yesterday was t^ last; day ,, for, filing 
sealers' claims for ' cqmpensnition 'with the 
Commissioners, Messrs. Gladowo and Rose, 
but these gentlemen, at tho reciuest of 
Messrs. Bolyeu ti Gregory, agreed to extend 
the time to tho beginuiug of next' week, it 
being found that many ot tho claima had 
been put into the lawyers' liands in had shape. 
A (^oi.oMsT ropreaeiitativo interviewed tho 
Commissioners last night. They stated 
that Mr. IJelyea had aasureJ them that it 
would entail upon them a very great deal 
of iieedlesa labor if he handed in tho 
claima as they were given to liim, and that 
he had iherefore asked for a little time to 
get matter.s into order. They .state that at 
tirat, upon investigation, they con.sidereil 
that there would bo a gceat deal of dirii- 
cuHy eneoiiutered in obtaining information 
from sealing men, on account of the deci- 
sion that no claima for imaginary expciisea 
of any nature whatever would be allowed or 
entertained. However, they were glad to 
see thiit the bitter feeling was now dying 
out, and tlir.t many people who had been 
seen yesterday were only too anxious to 
give all information aaked of tliem, having 
evidently oatno to tho conclusion that tlic 
basia of acttlemout was an equable and 
just one. 

There are only four claims as yet. lodged 
with the coniinisaiouera. They will have 
the balance — some 35 in number — on Mon- 
day. It ia iiossiblo, if, as has been stated, 
there will be Indiiin claims put in for aettle- 
ir^ent, that tho comirissionors will visit the 
West Coast. In any case they will proba- 
bly ho on tho Island for throe months.

Yoaterday afternoon, Turple'a aliip-build- 
ing yard was filled with spectators, business 
meii, mechanics and artisans crowding each 
other in their eflTorta to secure o coign of 
vantage from which to view the- 
launch of the K. &, N. company's now 
Rt.ea::!?r. The omployea of tho Albion Iron 
Worka were present to a man, the company 
having granted them a half holiday to 
witness tho launch of, the boat on whoso 
engines they have bestowed such care. 
Everything waa in readinesa for the impor- 
tant ceremony, and, auspicious omen of her 
future success, not a hitch occurred in tho 
lirat introduction of the steamer to tho 
ailvery wavea. 

On a platform erected opposite to tho 
bow, and fro.Ti which the tine linea of the 
ateanier tapered in graceful curves to her 
future homo, were Mr. and Mra. James 
Dunsmuir and dnnghters, Capt. Ogilvie, 
Mr. H. K. Prior, Mr. D. R. Harris, Mr. A. 
Harris, Mr. W. F. Bullcn, and Miss Maud 
Dunsmuir, and to the fair hands of the 
latter was allotted tho task of christening 
tho now steamer ou its commencement 
of the voyage'-.of life. Wedge after^ 
wedge that detained the ship upon'^ 
the ways was removed, and when but ono 
reiiiuincd tho foreman ot the yard cried 
"All ready !" and aa the last block of wood 
fell out, at 4:39 p.m. exactly, tho ship 
started slowly towards tho water, and Miss 
Maud Dunsmuir, baptising her in wine, 
christened the new steamer "Joan," after 
tho lady whoso able hands control the dea- 
tinies ot tho company to which tho "Joan" 
belongs.

Sho is 180 
feet in length over all, liaa ,'!0 foot .'j iuoliea- 
beam, and U foot G inches depth of hold. 
She bus been built of the best aeaaoned 
Britisii Columbia timber, and ia eojiper bot- 
tomed and copper riveted throughout. She 
haa acconmiodation for fifty firat class paa- 
sengera, and though a little amuller than liin. 
Kingaton will have ample room for passen- 
gers an<l freight. Tho cabin aoconunodation, 
with the exception of the ladies' cabin and 
dining-room, which are aituated aft on tho 
iniiiu deck, ia on the paaaeuger deck above, 
and a promenade extends around llie vessel, 
so that if required it will bo available for 
excursion piu iiea. Her model was designed 
by Jilr, Colville, and since tho commence- 
ment of her construction some seven months 
ago, Cajitain Colliater, the Government- 
Miiriue Inspector, haa been a conatani;

.'!G inohea in diameter, und 150 three and, a:| 
half ineli tubes. The boilers are'. built. of,^ 
steel llu'oughout, triple riveted in most- 
parts and warranted to carry ll.T Iba steam 
to the square inch. Sho carriea two sets of 
ceii-.pound fore and aft aurfaco coiidenHing 
eiiginci), with air pumps attached, and iiidc!- 
lieiident circulating pump. Tho cylinders 
ure 10 inch high presaure, .'i2 inch 
low pressure, with 24-ineh stroke, balance 
high preaaure valve, balance built cranks, 
and direct acting steum reversing gear. 'The 
sliufta outside the bull are all covered with 
brass, and the stern bearings mid liraeketa 
are of the same metal, tho propellora, which 
are seven feet in diameter, being of Manga- 
nese bronze.

An Klnbonile Stniclaro. 

Ni'.w York, April '2S. — At tho Williams 
Bronze Factory, in this city, the maguifi- 
oent bronze doors intended for W. K. Van- 
dorbilt'a now palace, "Marble House," at 
Newport, R.I., aro nearly coinplotcd. The 
doors, or "grilles" na they aro toohnically 
termed, Will cost over §50,000. They are 
twcnty-fivo feet in width by sixteen feot in 
height, and fifty men liuve been at work on 
them for a year. "Marble House" is con- 
structed entirely of marble. Tlic portico is 
supported by enornioua marble columns, 
and is approached by a gracefully winding 
driveway, rising from the street at a con- 
siderable grade. Tho "grilles" will form 
the entrance to tho house. When com- 
pleted, they will aurposs anytbing of the 
kind in tho country, and will not be ex- 
celled by any of the famous old bronzes of 
Europe. 'I'lio doors and structural work 
supporting them weigh nearly twenty tons. 
The design is French, of the period of 
Louis XIV'., and is" extremely obaste and 
beautiful. The exterior work is in solid 
bronze, and tho interior is a duplicate of 
tho exterior, in wrought iron. The 
"grilles" wore designed by Kichard M. 
HuU, a well-known architect, of this city, 
who also designed the palace.

New Youic, April L'S. — Cliriatian Grumm 
died yesterday, at his residence in Park- 
town, N.J., aged 80. Ho came to this 
country from Germany many years ago, 
and lived in Monmouth County for iO 
years, most of that time at Parkerto^v-u. 
He was a miser and leaves property valued 
at $60,000. Very few people had any idea 
that the old tfla.n was worth any such 
amount, as he appeared in the streets in 

Sior s^rments and generally with a .soiled 
erby hat. For many years be ran a hotel 
at Parkertown. Thero aro apparently no 
heirs to the property. Several ye»r8 ago ho 
sent to Germany for his sister to come over 
and keep house for bim. She came bring- 
ing with her a daughter about 16 years of 
ago. Ho treated them shamefully from the 
first. Before long tho girl was taken sick 
and died. She was shortly followed to the 
grave by her mother. Both deaths it is 
believed were hastened by his refusal to buy 
jroper food for the sick ones. He left no 
will and, according to tho New Jersey laws, 
if no heirs are found bis property will be 
divided between the State and Middlotown 
township. 

Ilursc rra<Ic Coiiiblnc. 

Cleveland, Ohio, April 28. — The horse- 
dealing firm of Emery & Easig, of this city, 
has been sold to Tattersalls for a large sum. 

W. B. Fasig, who is also Secretary of the 
Cleveland Driving Park Association, fltatnd 
that Tattersalls had purchased the business 
of Bradford, of Lexington, Ky. , and would 
establish sale stables at Chicago. It is the 
intention of the new concern to hold com- 
bination sales during the year at New York, 
Lexington, Chicago and Cleveland. About 
one million dollars will bo put into the 
business, which practically means a 
monopoly. 

Sail Frnnclicu Slilpplns. 

San' Fka.ncisuo, April 2S. — The Nicar- 
aguan bark Don Carlos arrived from New- 
castle, N.S.W., this morning. Wlieu off 
the coast of New Zealand her chronometer 
was lost, and she ran 700 miles by dead 
reckoning in consequence. The steamer 
Bortha has been chartered by tho North 
American Commercial Company.

New York, April 27.- — Colonel Richard 
Biddle Irwin, of the Tribune editorial Btnff, 
is dead. He had Ijeen sick about a month, 
and eiiioo Thurdihvy had been confined to 
his bed. He know that recovery was not- 
poaaiblo and he looked forward to the end 
with resignation. For tho lust few 
days hia illness was attended witb 
great pain, but he boro hia suffer- 
ings tvith patience and preserved his 
cheerful manner to the end. Toward the 
end of 1804 employment was given to Col- 
onel Irwin in the office of the Pacific Mail 
SteamBhip Company by President Allen 
McLane, and later, he accepted a perntan- 
cnt berth with^the Pacific Mail po. asEccre- 
tary for its new line to China. When the 
China steamers were biiilt Colonel Irwiu' 
was sent to San Francisco in June, 1869, as- 
assistaut-ngent, with ii three-year contract. 
From about December, ISliO, ho was joint 
agent with Capt. Oliver Eldridgo under the 
firm nameof Eldridgcit Irwin. Theycarried 
on the business, including the general man- 
agement from Panama to Hongkong, until 
December 31, 1872, when they resigned be- 
cause they would not be answerable for tho 
results of reforms and economies introduced 
by the President. In tho meantimo Irwin 
had been called to Now York by telegraph 
four timea, and sent to Washington to got a 
eubaidy of §5,000,000 for ten years for a 
semi-monthly line to China. In order to 
escape this repulaivo service Colonel Irwin 
twice resigned from tho Compiny'a service, 
but as ho said, in after yearH, lie was 
foolislily porauaded by ])ersonnl appeals to 
go on to the end. In August, IS78, Colonel 
Irwin went to London tu uinnage u business 
for his brother, Robert \Y. Irwin, dealer in^, 
rice, etc., on account of tho Japanese Oov- ~ 
ernment, from Japan to Europe. When tho 
Japanese thought they had learned enough 
to manage tho trade themselvea, Colonel 
Irwin came homo. For three years ho lived 
in Philadelphia, tho homo of his mother 
and sisters. In January, 1889, he joined 
the editorial staff of the Tribune.

expenses. Many who believed in tho ship- 
niilway when it was projected have lost 
fuith in il, alllioiigli its proinoters 
boliovo in it aiill. Tho only redeeming 
feature of tho eutorpriao in its present con- 
dition, is the subsidy of $170,000 per annum 
to bo granted it by tho Dominion. Tliis 
siiMi, if the road wero finished and paid its 
working expenses, would be available to 
divide among the stoekliolders, and thus 
prevent tliuir investment being entirely 
barren. A road built to huul ahips iicroaa 
the nock of land which separates tho Bay 
of Fundy from the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
was looked upon a few years ago us almost 
as impraetieablu as a tunnel under the 
Strait of Northumberland to connect Prince 
K Uvard Ishuid witli the continent. Tho 
slnp-railway, aa wo see, has been partly 
constructed, and will, notwithstanding 
tho present difficulties of tho company, be 
in operation before very long, but tho 
tunnel is still in tho eloiids.

NEITHER MANLY NOR GOURA 
GEO US. 

Tho Times says that " the publishers of 
the Columbiaa deserve all credit for tho 
manly and courageous stand they took in 
defence of the freedom of tho press." 
Tho publishers of the Columbian did 
not stand up in d. fence of tho free- 
dom of the press. TIio press has 
all tho freedom it needs as far as the Legis- 
lative Assembly is concerned, and therefore 
no one is required to stand up for its rights. 
The press of British Columbia ought not, 
and we hope it does not, contend for tho 
right to vilify and slander the members of 
the Legislature. The newspapers aro now 
perfectly free to publish about the Legisla- 
ture as a whole, and its members individ- 
ually, whatever is right and fair, and in- 
deed much that is not right and is most 
unfair. It is indeed hard to say what are 
the limits of the liberty of the press in this 
country as far as public institutions and 
public measures are concerned, j About these, 
newspapers can publiali what they please 
and no one in tho ^onse or out of it will 
think of interfering with them. Does the 
Times want more than this ? Does 
it want to ha/e the liberty to 
publiali foul lies and gross slan- 
ders about public men? This is the 
kind of freedom which the Kennedys are 

-contending for. They published what was 
grossly and glaringly untrue of members of 
the Legislature. They bore false witness 
against their neighbors. They wero asked 
to retract and apologise, and they did not 
do it, The opportunity was given them of 
ustifyiug what thoy had published, but 
they did not avail themselves of it.

it is described as the gospel of anarchy : — 

" I will never beg. No Anarchist begs. 
As to work, I don't like it, for it enables 
rao scarcely to live, and it cnrioboa my 
employer. Work is one of the forma of in- 
juatico. Therefore, I must atoal when I am 
in need, or nssasinate to obtain the money 1 
am in want of. That is why I have coni- 
uiitLed several iiuirdors. .Society comiiels 
mo to act in this manner. Jly conduct is 
perfectly legitimate. In stealing and 
killing I give all men to under.stand wliat 
they aro to do if they are in want — that is, 
they must steal and asaasinate. Tliat ia my 
stile of propagaudism. When there are 
many like me the rich will come to a com- 
promise. I am a martyr to the cause of 
humanity." 

rhe man who will not work, and who 
steals and assassinates on principle, is not 
what is usually regarded as a martyr in the 
cause of humanity. He is really the enemy 
of humanity, — a species of human vermin 
who muat be got rid of in tlio quickest and 
most effeotivo way poaaible. 

The timidity of tho French people ia, on 
thia aide of the Atlantic, incomprehensible. 
If the anarchists had committed the out- 
rages in New York or Chicago, or, indeed, in 
any of the great American cities, which thoy 
have perpetrated in Paris, tho United States 
would be in a flame from one end to the 
otlier. Not only wou!d tlie men arraigned 
before the Courts bo cjuickly disposed of, if 
not by the ofiBcial executioner, by Judge 
Lynch ; but no man even suapeoted of be- 
ing an anarchist would be safe in any part 
of the Kepiil)!ic. The people would hardly 
trust to the tribunals of tho law, They 
would take the matter is their own hands, 
and the results would be terrible, for the 
anarchists and all who sympathise with 
them. There would be no talk aboijt " ex- 
tenuating circumstances," and the people 
would insist on the anarchists being treated 
wit:h the utmost rigor of tho law. The 
dynamiters would be dealt with as they were 
some years ago in Chicago, and, wo fear, 
that while the excitement lasted, very little 
would be done to discriminate between tho 
innocent and the guilty. The vengeance of 
tho people would bo swift and it would be 
terrible. 



OOME TO A STANDSTILL. 

Tho construction of the Cbignecto ship- 
railway has come to a standstill. The 

work is about three-quarters done ard tho 
■funds of the company have run out. It 
appireutly l:aa Loithor money nor credit.

TRIED AND TEMPTED. 

The following letter, written by the late 
Alexander Mackenzie when he was Minister 
of Public Works, shows that, when he 
occupied that influential position, his life 
was very far, indeed, from being a pleasant 
one : 

Ottawa, April 27, 187.3. 

".Mv Di'.AR H ; I have your note re- 
garding C . I will endeavor to employ 

him witiiin a few days at Thunder ]5ay on 
the commissariat atafl', though I four he is 
rather old, especially as his chief (B.'s 
father) is older. I have sent Mr. Kingatou's 
letter to Mr. Laird to consider. 

"I am (|uile concerned about; tho dinner. 
1 can hardlj' go to speak freely at present, 
and 1 al-.vay.s like to have it in my power to 
speak without restraint or stint. 

"I would like mucli to he relieved of the 
Public \\'orks Department; hut I caimot see 
my way to that at present. It ia (he great 
spending department, the possible great 
jobbing department, tho department that 
can make or ruin the (Jovernmeiit at 
such a time as this, wlien .Jli,"), 000,000 are 
in the poH er of its head to apend on pulilio 
works. Friends (?) expect to be lienotited 
by ollicea they are unlit for, by conlruots 
they are not entitled to, by advances not 
earned. Enemies ally themselves with 
friends, and push the Irieiida to the front, 
f-iome attempt to storm the ollico. tjonio 
dig trenches at a distance and approach in 
regular siege form. I feel like the beaioged 
lying on my arms night and day. I have 
ofl'endcd at least twenty Parliamentary 
friends by niy defence of tho ' citadel.' A 
woAk Minister here would ruin the party in 
a month, and the country very soon. So I 
must drudge on as I best may and carry 
out the experiment of doing right whatever 
happens, and trusting to liavo a majority 
in liie llouso to sustain mo, and when that 
fails, I will go out cheerfully, it not joy- 
fully. 

" Let me know tho current talk and your 
opinion about tho filling of tho Suproiue 
Court, 

" I am yours faithfully, 

"A. Mackisn/.ik." 

Very few knew to bow aovere a test the 
integrity and firuiuesH of Mr. Mackenzie 
was put. He was beset by a crowd of 
hungry partisans, who believed that, bu- 
cauao they wero zealous Liberals, thoy had 
a right to food at the public crib, and to 
draw money from the public Treasury, 
without giving a fair equivalent in return. 



Hub tho upright and determined Scotchman 
stood the test. , He ywas faithful to his 
trust. And what was the consequence ? 

He made eneiniea by the score. He be- 
oanio unpopular among tho Grits, and was 
deposed from tho leaderaliip of his party. 
Virtue was not its own reward, in a 
worldly sense, in his caso, and he had 
cause to question the truth of the proverb, 
"Honesty is the beat policy," The result 
showed that Mr. Mackenzie was better 
than his party. 

The investigations of tho Committee on 
I'livileges and Elections, in Ottawa, last 
year, showed that the pusition of Minister 
of Public Wprks.is very muoh now what it 
was in Mr, Mackenzie's time. The office is 
besieged by a hungry crowd, many of those 
composing itunpriucij)led and linscrupuloua. 
The oilicials of tho department, from the 
highest to the lowest, are exposed to tempt- 
ationa which are too strong for any but men 
of tried integrity and. sterling principle. 
Mr. Mackenzie's letter and tho report of 
last year's eommittee, ahould convince tho 
people of Canada that tho Head of the great 
Bpeudiiig department of tho Government 
should be a man of uuasaailablo honesty, 
and of iron will, and tlui.t none but tried 
men should be employed in its offices, and 
that even then thoy should bo well looked 
after. It ia absurd to auppose that Mr. 
Mackenzie's position M as peculiar, and that 
tho men with wliuin lie came in contact, 
and had dealings, w-ere in any respect worse 
than tlioso which other Ministers of Public 
^Vorks have to meet und to do business 
witii. Human nature is the - same at all 
times and in oil parties. Men ore very 
"much of a muchnesa" by whatever party 
name they are called.

CLEWS CIRCULAR. 

More Anliuatldii In Wall Street— Jfonoy likely 
to bo Low— Cunlldeneo 111 Europe ■ 

Kecoverlug:.'^^j,,^j^-y . 

Henry Clews & Co , in their^'^anoiai cir- 
cular, dated Now York,' ■Ap"ril";23, . say :— 
"Ali'aira in Wall street begin' to 4lhi[/w more 
animation. On the one hand,' the, "boar" 
cominitnicnts havo subjected that class of 
operators to a pressure from the '"hulls" 
which at times develops lively skirmishing; 
and, on the other, 'iho unsettlemcnt of the 
anthracite interests through tho recent 
Reading deal causes frequent large trans- 
actions ill that class of securities, which im- 
parts a certain degree of speculative intcreat 
to the general list. The predominant atti- 
tude of the speculative interest interest 
seems to be that of expectancy. Although 
there is some disposition to deter transac- 
tions until the further development of crop 
prospects, the preponderant tenor of inllu- 
ences bearing upon the course of prices is 
construed as favorable. There aro now be- 
fore us four clear mouths duiiiig which 
there can be no doubt that money will rule 
at excessively low rates; and a like ease may 
be expected to prevail in the money markets 
of ICurone. A. grc-at hope begins to dawn 
upon monetary ali'aira in the now assur- 
ed prospect that a world's conference 
will soon assemble for deliberuliug upon the 
silver ([Uesiion. lOughind's new attitude in 
this matter ia the more importaiitant be- 
cause it plainly implies that recent experi- 
ence is viewed as having demonstrated the 
maintcnauco of silver to bo a commercial 
and financial necessity. It seems ipiite 
likely that tlin conferenco will develop a 
much more friendly attitude towards ailver- 
In the event of an international agreement 
being finally aecnmplislieil, such results 
could only bo rcciuvetl as ,ui incalculable 
gain to the fuUue of linancc and trade 
among all the i',.miiii rcinl nations. It is 
therefore not too much to regard the 
»ntici])ated iii'gotiations as the introduction 
into tho financial markets of an element of 
tho highest importance, wliieli may bo 
reasonably expected to operate in a hope- 
ful direction. 

Although the condition of trade in _Eu- 
ropu still continues to be that of depression, 
there is a very manifest recovery of con- 
lidenoe in tho financial markets. Most of 
the weak spots that have excited distrust 
seem to have been repaired or otherwise 
disposed of, and the tone in the credit cir- 
cles of London, Paris, Berlin -and Vienna 
shows an improvement which is hopeful for 
the future and suggests a probability ot tho 
revival of Kuropoim interest in our securi- 
ties. The distribution of gold as between 
the money centres is normal, and the rates 
of money are everywhere so oxcoptionally 
low as to Buggeat tho probability of an 
early outlook for investments. Upon the 
whole, it seems reasonable to expact that 
the Europemi markets will become a steady 
support to ours during the next few n.oiitlis. 
The chief diaturbing factor at this point is 
tho apparent possibility of the Ri'ading de.il 
provoking serious hostilities between that 
company and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. Should the latter company's cut 
in coal rates mean the beginning 
of a general compotilion between the two 
great corporations, it is not easy to say how 
far such a war might affect rates upon the 
through tonnage of other roads. The un- 
favorable report of tho Dep irtment of Agri- 
culture on the April Ist condition of tho 
wheat crop has a somewhat di-couriiging 
effect andjcauscs some postponement of buy- 
ing. The report - indicates no important 
winter-killing, and emphasizes principally 
tho lateness of the crop; which does not by 
any means preclude the.possibility of a good 
harvest in case of subsequent tine weather. 
^Ve are likely to outer the 'now crop year 
with a surplus of ICQ millions bushels of 
wheat; which, oven should tho growing 
crop prove a small one, would leave a good 
average supply for export next season. It 
ia perhaps wise to eontiue purchases of stocks 
to fair drops in prices.

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THE PREMIER TALKS. 



Conceruinff tlie Water Front Diffl 
culty— New Government Building' 
to Go Dp Immediately. 



The Grouada Over the Bay to Be 
Considerably Enlarged and a 
Handsome Pari^ Created. 



Itwiil'Be remembered that at the meet 
ing of the City Council, on Wednesday 
niglit, brief mention wuamadeof a difficulty 
that had cropped up, concerning the en- 
ornaohmenta on tlie water front of James 
Bay, from the bridge to Sehl's factory, 
yesterday afternoon, a GoMStisi r^grMen 
tativo viaited the ' Hon. John Rohaon in 
order to obtiiiu further information in the 
case. 

" I came to ask you," said tho reporter, 
"whether some difliculty has not arisen 
between the Government and tho Corpor 
ation, witli regard to encumbrances anil 
obstructions created on the water front 
immediately opposite the Governmeni 
grounds." 

"Yes," replied tho Preniicr, "some years 
ago the Provincial Oovernment conveyed to 
tho Corporation tho Crown Lands lying be 
tweeu Uellavillo street and the water, ex 
tending from tho James IJay Bridge to 
Sehl's factory, on condition that they would 
buy back certain piecoa which they had 
previously (and improperly, I think) sold to 
private parties, and transform tlio whole 
piece of laud into a public esplenado. The 
Corporation, as far os I am aware, has never 
made any attempt to fulfil the trust. Con 
sequently I presume that these lands revert 
to the Crown. About two years ago tho 
Council gave permission for the erection of 
the building used by the James Bay Ath 
letic Club, an act which I consider a hreach 
of faitli with tho Government. That, and 
other obatructious on the water front, and 
the conduct of the Council in respect to tlio 
same are cortiinly not calculated to eucour 
age the Government to enlarge and improve 
their grounds and to erect handsome how 
buildings. I consider that the Council 
would be BOtin^ in a right manner and in 
' the true interests of the oity if they re- 
' moved the obstruotions referred to and gave 
the Government some reasonable aeaurance 
that for the future the WAter front would 
be kept clear, thus improving what praoti- 
cally constitutes a pleasure park in tho 
centre of the oity." 

"You speak of extending tho grounds, 
Mr. Robsou; in what way is that proposed 
to be done t" 

"Wo propose expropriating tho property 
lying between the present grounds and 
Birdoage Walk, a portion of which will pro 
bably bo required for tho site of tlie new 
building, for which we have obtained a vote 
of S7u,000. The acquisition of that property 
will not only enlarge tho grounds, hut will 
give a fine frontage on Birdcage Walk as 
well." 

"Referring to the removal of the obstruc- 
tions on the water-front, is it tho intention 
of tho Government to indemnify the owners 
of the structures ?" 

"Certainly not," replied the Premier, 
conceive it to have been tho duty of the 
Council to have prevented those obstruc 
tiona being placed there, and any indemnifi- 
cation will certainly have to come from the 
corporation." 

"Is it the intention of tho Government to 
erect its new building this year 't" 

"Yes. I understand that steps will bo 
taken almost immediately by the Lands and 
Works Department to obtain suitable plans 
for a building." 

"Can you tell mo what particular portion 
of the grounds it will occupy V 

"I am not now In a position to tell you 
that, nor will it probably bo known unti' 
tho work of expropriation haa been com 
plcted. The building will be of brick or 
stone. As far as regards the water-front 
matter, no doubt an amicable sottlemeiit 
will be reaohed between the Government 
and the corporation."

THE LIQUOR CASES OVER. 

All Judumenta Reserved for Consideration— 
Some Hard SwcarlDSj. 

After two days of really, hard work, 
Messrs. Robert Ward and E. Pearson, J.'s 
P., managed to get through tho list of 15 
eases of infraction of tho Sunday Closing 
Act, at 6 o'clock kat night. The evidence 
heard yesterday differed very littlu from 
that of the previous day, the defence set up 
in eaoh ease being exactly tho same. Mr. 
H. D. Hclmoken and Mr. S. p. Mills shared 
the defence of the various cases. 

During the day there were some very 
glaring cases of tall swearing, notably in 
tho hearing of the evidence for and against 
.John Stevens of tho Stevens Hotel. Tho 
informants both swore that they never told 
the defendant that they were travellers, 
that they both went inside to tlio bar anil 
drank gin, und that Stevens never asked 
them where they came from or where they 
were going. On the other hand, the defen- 
dant when sworn, stated that tho men had 
protested that they had travelled a long 
way, and that only one of them had gonu 
into the hotel, tho other staying outside in 
the buggy. Furthermore that he had 
served them with Bourbon whiskey and not 
gin at all. 

The magistrates, instead of adjourning, 
decided to continue till all the cases were 
over, and at a little after (i o'clock the work 
was concluded. All the judgments have 
been reserved.

"YIFE L'ANAROHIE." 

Intlnence of the HeTolntlonlsts as Ezblblted 
In the French Gonrts of Justice. 

Paris, April 28.— When the jury in the 
case of the Anarchists, at 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning, rendered their verdict of 
"guilty withextonuating circuniatances,"tho 
prisoners did not show that they expected 
anytbing diEferent. After the judge had 
sentenced them to penal servitude for life 
they shouted " vive I'anarchie," " vive la 
revolution sociale. " The verdict occasioned 
much surprise, but the general opinioa is 
that the "extenuating circumstances" part 
of the verdict is duo to the fear of the jurora 
that if tlie prisoners were condemned, they 
would fall victims of the Anarchists' ven- 
geance. After tho proceedings were ended 
and tho condemned romovod, tho court 
room and adjacent corridors were tho scenes 
of great animation. The cuse was discussed 
in loud tones by everybody. Some held 
that tho jury had shown a woeful lack of 
courage, others held the explosions showed 
the friends of the prisoners were capable of 
carrying into execution their threats to kill 
the jurymen if any of the prisoners were 
sent to the guillotine. The foiiner there- 
fore were justified in returning a verdict 
that would prevent themselves from becom- 
ing objects of revenge for the Anarchists. 

The Journal des Debats says it is to ho 
regretted that tho jury failed to perform its 
duty in the same noble manner as tho 
otiicials performed theirs. Tho public gen- 
erally condemn the verdict. No one doubts 
that the jury was terrorized. Tho result is 
regarded as a triumph for tho dynamiters. 
The fearless conduct of Beaupairo, the 
public prosecutor, is warmly commended. 
Justice, a Radieal organ, says that some 
foolish tninds are already proposing absmd 
steps, some going so far as to argue tho 
tiovernnient should declare astateseigo. 
Tho proposals ma:lo by theae persons, 
Justice says, would prove sorry remedies. 
They would only aggravate tho evil. The 
paper adds : " Lot ua begin tho correction 
of the evil, by having a police force that 
knows its business." 

The Gauloia says it is deplorable that 
Ravachol should be allowed a whole day, 
thanks to tho ineptitude of the prosecution, 
to transform the dock into a tribune, from 
which to preach anarchy. 

The conciliatory tone of Judge Guosc, 
who x>residcd at tho trial, and the excessive 
indulgence of the anarchists are severely 
condemned. It is suggested that tho jury 
took their cue from the judge. As some of 
the jurymen passed the excited groups they 
were greeted with angry cries of "cowards." 
Two anarchists, named LePoyre and Fran- 
cois, have been arrested. The latter is sus- 
pected of being concerned in tho explosion 
at the Cafe Veiy. The police yesterday 
arrested 2'} anaiuliiats at Rouhaix. 



MBS. COLEMAN DRAYTON. 

Prevented from Seelns Her Children— Alleered 
Treachery of Persons Who Had Her 
Coufldcnce. 

LoNDo.v, April 28. — Mrs. Drayton re- 
cently went to Wales to endeavor to see the 
children, but was not permitted to do so by 
her husbandi He had gives orders that 
she must not be allowed to see them, and 
that, if she persisted in her efforts to do so, 
she should be arrested. Tho poor woman 
tried in every possible way to gain accosa to 
the children without avail. Slio was 
blocked at every step by Coleman Drayton's 
London solicitors. Jlrs. Drayton was ad- 
vised that she might recover possession of 
her children by legal proceedings, but she 
was averse to adopting this extreme course. 
Acting under her parents' advice, Mrs. 
Drayton has positively refused to make any 
statement, but if the inside history of 
the affair is ever ventilated by tho court, it 
is said it will be found that Mrs. Drayton 
has been terribly deceived by people in 
New York, who, under the guise offrienda, 
were guilty of the grossest treachery to her. 
She has letters from men who, while ad- 
vising her and receiving her full confidence, 
kept her husband informed as to her meet- 
ings with Borrowe. In fact, it was from 
one of these friends that Drayton was ad- 
vised of Borrowo's sailing for Kuropo and 
of his appointment with Mrs. Drayton at 
the Midland Hotel. Rowland Hazard is 
represented as the Junius in tho case. Both 
General Williams and Tom Ochiltree, who 
were Mrs. Drayton's advisers in her trouble 
with Borrowe on this side, have declined to 
have anything whatever to do with the al- 
leged uli'air of honor between Fox and Bor- 
rowe. 



HE MUST SERVE. 

The Proiiiicrandii Insist that the Bishop of 
Salfiird licciiiH Arcliblslioii of 
Wisimlnster. 

London', April 2S. — Rev. Dr. Herbert 
Viiughan, recently choHen to .succeed Car- 
dinal Manning as Arolilnshop of Wcstniin 
ster, has uiado un appeal to Lhu council of 
the propaganda for perniis.'iion to remain in 
his present position, that of Bishop of 
Salford. on the groinul that ho mistrusts 
his ability to curry on the various works 
anocessfiilly iuHtituted by tho late cardinal. 
A reply has been returned, however, that 
the petition ounnot be complied with, and 
that the appointment must stand. In this 
action tho council of the propaganda has 
followed the established precedent. A 
similar case occurred but a few months ago, 
when the recently consecrated Bishop of 
Lacrosse, Wisoousiu, requested permission 
to decline the appointment in order that lie 
might remain with the Catholio University 
at Washington. In this case also the re- 
quest was refused. 

PREHISTORIC REMAINS. 

" There Were Gliuits In Those Days "'-Verit- 
able Ciilhlren of Anak— Italian Grottoes 
Full of Tliem. 

RoMK, April 28. — Legal proceedings are 
in progress over some grottoes near the 
Mediterranean coast, nob far from Nice, 
which are remarkable for the prehistoric re- 
mains found in them. At present throe 
skeletons, founo there, aro figuring in the 
law courtB. One ia that of a man whoso es- 
tiuiated height v/as avven feet nine inches. 
The head of tho skeleton is missing. An- 
other is tlie skeleton of a woman six feet 
three inches tail, and a third tliat of a 
youth. These, added to previous discover- 
ies, mako seven skeletons of prehistoric peo- 
ple unearthed, up to tho present time, in 
the caves. Tlio Italian Government bus not 
attempted to exercise a^y rights in the mat- 
ter. Signer Riviera diacovered tho skele- 
tons of one man and two children which 
were some 29 feet below the surfi>.oe of the 
oaves, and were surrounded by undoubted 
Paleolithic iniplementa, bedded in compact 
limestone. The caves have already proved 
tho richest in prehistoric remains yet known, 
and tlic proceedings are consequently very 
iutereating.

It does not augur well for the public should 
they patronize any wilfully slaudor,ous 
sheet or Y'cson ; depend ob it, such can 
only bo ephemeral, for the oonviotion 
will stand against him, paper or 
man, and the Aphorism will apply 
afterwards that ft liar will not, and is not 
to bo believed. The character will he 
known, and such a character may lead to 
notoriety, but assuredly, when stamped, 
nob to trustworthiness or influence, except- 
ing among tho small class of like undo-" 
eirable nature. 

ICvoryone wishes to see tho Press re- 
spectable and respected; but, iu order to bo 
respected, it must have a due respect for 
otliers and ordinary canons of morality;

PARLIAMENT'S POWERS. 

To Tin', Editor: — As, sir, you have taken 
notice of a letter signed J.S.H., in yester- 
day's issue, and so alTordod me a sense of 
pleasure, for which please accept thanks, I 
take the liberty of trespassing on your space 
again. I have no intention of being contro- 
versial, or a partisan, but as you remark 
that "inherent rights'' is rattier an ambigu- 
ous phrase, it may be as well to bo a little 
more'explicit. A definition of inherent, or 
inherited rights, scorns impossible, save that 
they comprehend those not included in writ- 
ten law, Yet tho written law ia tho inher- 
ited right of the public also, the rights they 
have not parted with, but, by common con- 
sent, agreed to ho reduced to writing, and 
to be abided by until altered by the same 
or their heirs, assigns — their dbseeudants. 
Of course the force of foreign conquest is 
not the t)ueatiou now. 

The public are a mass of inherited rights, 
however gained, and which may bo added 
to, and these albo become the inliereut and 
inherited riuhts of their descendants ; they 
may also bo nioditied, e.^ehanged, or even 
fall into oblivion. Sucli is tlie constitution 
of society, brought about by coiivenionce, 
and necessitating niacliinery to put the 
voluntary agreements into practice — the 
agreement beiiif; binding on all fnr the time. 

All I contended for in ycsterd.iy's letter 
was that the "inherent rights," tho privi- 
leges of Parliament, i.e., tlio inlierited riglits 
of the public, eiitrustcil to tlie ropresent 
alives, had never lieen parted witli and 
were still alive in their representatives iu 
Parliament, wliicli, indeed, may lo oonsi 
cred a giitlieriiig of tlie public as in times 
of yore, but concentrated lor convcnieii 
and for the despatch of business. Tlic 
Legislative Asaombly ia the public ; to 
slander tho representative body is to slander 
the public. 

Undoubtedly, the representatives of the 
public can ohSnge tne powers of the 
"House"— they have not done so. The re 
presentatives can reduce one or more or all 
of theh: (the public) inherent rights or other 
privileges to writing, and thus convert them 
into statute lav/ with the necessary machin- 
ery to put them in force. Of the advisability 
of this course, others may decide. I 
however, am of opinion that a body repre- 
senting the people must have power of pro- 
ceecding against malefaotors who slander 
or lioingly and wilfully mi.'ircpresent, for 
malevolent purposes, their proceedings and 
motives. At an ordinary public meeting a 
slanderer would bo kicked out, ouired or 
made to apologize by the nioeting. Surely 
tho same privilege exists for the highest and 
moat important public meeting iu the 
province. The press is only a ineclianieal 
means of promulgating the ojiliiioiis of indil 
viduals— Aiid an must be treated as individ- 
uals—whether by privilege or inherent 
riglit converted into a statute. If this 
change take place King Log may be eon- 
verted into King .Stork— the ideal into the 
real. The newspapers quoted by you do not 
deny the privilef,'e of parliainetit, but think 
that the leas used or oven extinguished the 
, better. Is thia un opininn of self interest'; 
Do they and tho press wish to have license 
•and the commons to be powerless against 
them ? Do they wish a fenco to he removed 
iu order that tliey may rido roughshod over 
their neighbors' fields, and do they wish to 
-educate the people that the press ia better

The steamer has at least one 
distinguished passenger on boaid, in the 
person of the King of the Baritari Islands, 
a small group a few dgrees north of the 
Kquator. King M'Bora is a iniddlo-iiged 
niiin, tall and stout, ot a sable complexion 
and not unlike the Siwash in features. His 
Alajeaty visited California about two 
montlia ago, accompanied with his suites, 
with the object of procuring the protection 
of the United .states for lii.s little kingdom. 
Uis mission was entirely .satisfactory. 

King M'llor.i i.s iiccompanied by liia lieu- 
tenant, a h,ilf-l)re('d, aiul by an in'.crpretcr, 
Mr. ThiMiias Tlionipsiin, a pilot wluj lias 
lived in the King's doniain for the p.ist f.-nir 
years. The interpreter who eaino with Uis 
Majesty from the Island, I'ilot Jack, as he 
was familiarly calleil, died at Sun Francisco, 
of cancer of tlie liviM', and was buried there. 
The King is taking back will) him the 
clothes and llowera from tlie eollin of his 
faithful servant. By means of Mr. Thonip- 
Hon, the interpreter, a Fice L'resa repre- 
sentative was eiialdcd to enjoy his 
first brief eonversatioii ^vith royally. 
His Majesty while very nnieli |)leased by 
the way he was treated by our American 
cousins, found the climate very trying. In 
his own Island homo ho basks in jjerpetual 
sunshine. The temperature there averages 
ahout 80 degrees the whole year rounil 
with tho exoeption of a little rainy weather 
in the mouths of February and September. 
When asked it he would like to take a 
look round tho city, his Majesty replied 
Vmit ho had no wish to do so, it was too 
cold and wet, he preferred to stay in his 
cabin. King M'Bora is married, but ou 
this little jaunt ho did not bring Mrs. 
M'Bora with him. He has three children, 
one of whom, tho son and heir, is married. 

The jiopidation of Hia Majesty's islands 
is put down at about 2000, they are u peac- 
uble, good natured race, taking life easily, 
us Ijtcomes people living in such favoied 
climes. King M'Bora is not bothered witli 
any parliament to dictate to him, or any 
constitution; in his domains he is :ibsolut'^ 
but from all accounts he uses his power very 
beneficially, taking counsel of tho mis- 
sionaries, with whom he is on most 
friendly terms, and generally carriea 
out whatever they advise him to do. His 
Majesty draws a considerable p;irt of his 
incomo from the annual tax iiiipoised upon 
white traders in his domains, of s^lOl) p.iid 
quarterly and punctually. As soon as the 
Monsterrat is loaded she will sail for Hono- 
lula, and from there will proceed to the 
Baritari Islands, where His Majesty will 
disembark. The trip will probably take 
days. It is understood that the Montserrat 
will cruise among tho Polynesian Ishvnda, 
picking up a number of laborers, who 
will bo taken to Guatemala, where they 
will be employed under contract for four 
years. Captain Blackburn ia in command 
of tho vessel, and Captain Ferguson, who 
chartered the vessel, accompanies him. 
There is a doctor, Mr. R. J. McGettigan, 
on board, to look after tho welfare of the 
passengers and crew. Captain Blackburn 
expects to be away about four months.
